Many farm anim als carry a gen­ 
erous crop of lice and other ex ­ 
ternal parasites during the winter 
and spring months. 
Surely not from choice, but the

boarders than any other dom estic 
anim al. 
A uthorities 
say

costs two or three cents a pound 
more to fatten a lousy hog, — a 
heavy bill to pay, when a little at­ 
tention will rid a herd alm ost com­ 
pletely of these parasites. 
H og lice not only 
reduce the 
gains the anim al m akes, but they 
also 
spread 
disease. 
They 
are 
known spreaders of sw ine pox, and 
possibly of hog cholera and other 
infections. Biting lice cause anemia, 
and in sufficient numbers, they mny 
cause the death of the hog. 
Hand in hand with lice goes the 
m ange m ite— another costly para­ 
site. 
M angy 
hogs 
never 
make 
proper gains, and farm ers suffer 
a deduction for m ange when the 
hogs are finally marketed. 
Both m ange and lice can be con­ 
trolled 
during warm 
months by 
dipping, coupled with the cleaning 
and disinfecting of hog houses and 


lots. Dipping is impractical in the 
w inter, but the local veterinarian 
can provide special m ethods o f cold 
weather eradication, suited to the

Tw o separate phase* of 
Mis­ 
souri's 
social 
security 
program 
w ere discussed in recent adresses 
by George I 
Haworth, 
adm inis­ 
trator, and A rthur W. Nebel, rli- j 
rector of public assistance. Speak- j 
ing at Joplin, Haworth outlined 
recent developments in 
the 
old 
age assistance project, while Nebel 
told a Columbia audience of the 
im portance of the aid to depend­ 
ent children work. 
H aworth opened his talk by e x - . 
plaining that old age assistance is i 
an entirely separate thing 
from j 
the federal program of old 
age 
retirem ent pay. 
He outlined the | 
basic qualifications and explained j titled, 
that careful investigation 
is 
re ­ 
quired. 
“The investigator,” he said, “is 
not perm itted to 
use 
his 
own 
judgm ent except to a very limited 
extent, in figuring the applicant’s 
living costs. Using a plan approv­ 
ed by the federal social 
security 
board, he must report these things 
to his superiors: How much is re ­ 
quired to keep the applicant on n 
living standard which the 
laws 
says must 
be 
‘compatible 
with 
decency and 
health'; 
and 
how 
much income the applicant 
has 
from outside sources. 
“ It so happens that when 
old 
age assistance first became avail­ 
able in Missouri, many persons ap ­ 
plied for and 
received 
m onthly 
paym ents who, actually, were not 
entitled to them. 
These 
people 
did not intend to violate the law; 
they simply did not understand it, 
and in the rush to get old age as­ 
sistance there was very little op­ 
portunity in investigate individual 


Since passage of 
the 
present 
law last June, as explained, one 
of the big jobs confronting 
the 
commission has been straighten­ 
ing out that situation. 
“You m ust rem em ber,” he add­ 
ed, “that the federal governm ent 
matches dollar for dollar on our 
old age assistance payments, and 
that it is very strict in requiring 
that no paym ent be increased u n - ! 
til after a thorough investigation 
has proved that the persons re­ 
ceiving the increase need It and 
are entitled to it under the term s 
of the law.” 
He said it seemed obvious that 
if paym ents were increased w ith­ 
out making the required investi­ 
gation, the federal board 
would 
not pay its share. 
Should that oc­ 
cur, it would be necessary to de­ 
crease all paym ents instead of in­ 


crease them, since the state would j 
forfeit the 50 per cent supplied by j 
the federal government. 
“You w’ill understand this bet­ 
ter,'' he asserted, “when I tell you J 
that, already, the federal 
board 
has protested paying its share of 
allotments totaling almost $1,000,- 
000. Before it will contribute the 
$5 0 0 ,0 0 0 which is its share, 
wc 
must prove to them that the pay­ 
ments were made 
to 
deserving 
people and w ere based on their 
actual needs.” 
In conclusion, H aworth said: 
“T here is no 
question 
about 
this one point: That old age assist­ 
ance must be based on need. 
It 
is not a pension to which every 
person over 70 years of age is t o -

He said that it strikes 
directly at the root of many social 
evils of today. 
“ As 
well-informed 
citizens, 
alert to the problems which con­ 
front our society, you appreciate 
the tact that childhood 
environ­ 
ment Is directly 
responsible 
for 
m any of the inmates of our public 
institutions,” he said. “No better 
insurance 
against 
sw illing 
the 
ranks of our indigent population 
in the years to 
come 
could 
be 
found than in the effort to rem ­ 
edy unhappy home conditions t o - 1 
day, and to enable 
m others 
to 
rea r their offspring with sufficient 
leisure to instill 
Christian 
and 
A m erican ideals of conduct." 
Ho discussed some of the prob­ 
lems confronting the social secur­ 
ity commission in attem pting to 
carry out its comprehensive pro­ 
gram. 
“Those who are im patient with
